G.S.R. 993-—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President nereuy 
makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to certain Group ‘C* posts in the National Test House, Calcutta, and 
its Regional Branches, namey 

1. Short title and commencement:—O ) These rules may be called the National Test House, (Group ‘C’ posts) Recruitment Rules, 

1984. ' 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scales of pay The number of the posts, their classification and the scales of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age alimit, qualifications, etc :—The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said posts shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the said Schedule. 

5. Disqualifications, — No perosn, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or 
<b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this 
ruld. 

6. Power to relax;— Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order 
and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

7. Saving Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxations of age limit and other concessions required to be provided 
for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled tribes and other special categories of persons, in accordance with the orders issued by the 
Central Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 994,—-In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 300 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rtiles regulating the method 
of recruitment to the Printing Press (Group ‘B’) posts in 
the Indian Grain Storage Institute, Hapur, namely :—- 

1. Short title and commencement : —(1) These rules may 
be called the Indian Grain Storage Institute, Hapur (Print¬ 
ing P,ess Group ‘B’ posts) Recruitment Rules. 1984. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub¬ 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, classification and scale of pay :—The number 
of posts, their classification and the scales of pay attached 
thereto shall be specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Sche¬ 
dule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, other qualifications 
etc.—The methpd of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, 
and other matters relating to the said posts shall be as 
specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 


4. Disqualifications :—No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse liviDg, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any other person shall be 
eligible for appointment to the said posts ; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
peison from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax -Where the Central Government is 
of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, 
it may by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and 
in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to 
any class or category of persons. 

6 . Saving —Nothing in these rules shall affect reserv¬ 
ations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions requir¬ 
ed to be provided for candidates belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories 
of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Cen¬ 
tral Government from tint; to time in this regard.

For recruitment to the various posts in the Electrical branch 
of )fic Civil Wing of the Posts and Telegraphs Department 
the rules of recruitment was published on Ihc 5th April, 
1975, These rules of recmitmellt are known as the Posts 
and Telegraphs Civil Engineering (Electrical Gazetted Offi¬ 
cers) Recruitment Rules 1975. Prior to commencement of 
the rules, there were officers who had joined directly as 
Assistant Executive Engine;]- (Electrical) and Assistant Engi¬ 
neer (Flectncal) through the Combined Engineering Services 
Examination held by tire Union Public Service Commission, 
As per a decision of the Allahabad High Court, l.ucknow 
Bench, Shri V. P. Dcw'an who had come on deputation from 
C.P.W.D, is also deemed to have been legularly appointed 
m the Posts and Telegraphs Department. Some of the officers 
were promoted to the higher grades on ad hoc basis. Ip 
Older to ensure that these officers aie not deprived of the 
service rendered by them before commencement of the rules, 
it is proposed to incorporate retrospectively a pmvision for 
initial constitution of these posts. The provision for initial cons- 
titution of these posts gives in detail the salient features of 
the initial constituion. ft is hereby verified that giving of 
retrospective effect to the provisions relating to the initial 
constitution of these posts would not prejudicially affect the 
interests of any person already in service
